The folluwIoK Htatemenl of the case 
haa been tianded to this paper; 

"Thin caae ia of great Importance 
and haa atiracied statewide attention, 
as It setilt'H whether or not our coun- 
ty can tie forri d to Huppori a ."^tate In- 
stitution and to conulbule to the coun 
ty funds for that purpoae. 

The laat adminittration and more 
especially D. L. Thompaon had the 
Fiscal Court enter an order ciir.-i tliiK 
the building of a cavalry barn and fit 
put an armory for ute of a military 
unit at a coat of about t4,B0O. The new 
adminittration, through lu Fitcal 
Court, ftellng that thIt expenditure of 
the people'i money waa wrong, direct- 
ed a. W. Caatle to Uke possession of 
aald barn and aell it. After looking in- 
to oondjtlons it was found that the 
peraona in control of the military unit 
were constantly drawing on the coun- 
ty for money to meet bills created at 
the will of thoae In charge, the Coun- 
ty Attorney ordered no mora billa to 
be paid. That brought about a climax 
and the Attorney aeharal Instituted a 
suit to prevent the tale of the, barn 
and to settle the right of the Fitcal 
Court to, further aupport the tame. 

The Flaeal Court employed C. L, 
Miller and he In connection with G. 
W. Castle, County Attorney, made de- 
fense of the tult, raising the question 
that the act requiring the oounty to 
support the cavalry waa unconttltu- 
tlonal, because requiring a county to 
do go was a dlacrlniinatlon in taxation 
of that county above the counties not 
required to do to. The court sustaliu'd 
the contention of the attorneys for the 
county and it la oonaidered a great 
victory of the taxpayera of Lawrence 
county."

Colvin Cites County School 
Head to Explain Fraud 
Chalrges. 

Frankfort, Ky., June 27.— Citing J. 
S. Adama, County School Superlaten- 
dent of Magoffin ooimty to api>ear 
here to thow cause why his certiflcate 
•hmUd ) not bo revoked becauae of 
fraud In the May examination. Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction Col- 
vin today declared the examitmtlon 
null and void and ordered a special 
one for July 7 and .8. Ha alao revok- 
ed ille-t«aeher^i certificate to Joae^ut 
Howard of Koyalion, Magoffin county, 
who stated under oath, that he helped 
to answer the exaininatlon queations 
and annouaeed that bf Wanda to turn 
all of the evideaoe which he haa gath- 
ered regarding tht examination over to 
the graad jury in an effort to aecure 
indictments. 

Fifty-tix pereont ttood the May ex- 
amination in Magoffin county follow- 
ing which Superintendent Adamt no- 
tiited Superintendent Colvin that twen 
ty-thrce of the applicanu were not 
entitled to oertlfleatea .for 4he reason 
that they had "cheated" In the exami- 
nation. Under the law, it tt the duty 
of the County Sohool ' Superintendent 
to expel all persons found cheating 
from the examination. Instead of do- 
ing this Superintendent Colvin said 
Adams wanted to "pass the buck" to 
the Department. He has his doubts, 
he saiil If all of the twenty-three are 
guilty of the charges made by Adams. 
Previous Trouble Reported. 

The trouble in .Magoffin tuuiity is 
ipng standing, ijuperintendent Colvin 
having written Adamt under date of 
January 28, 1*21, that the teachers' 
examination held in .MagolTin county 
In l»iO ■subjected the whole profes- 
sion to criticism because of the way 
In which it waa conducted." 

"More complaints," he said, "have 
come from your county than any oth- 
er county silve one. " and at that time, 
over a year ago, offered the assistance 
of the I>epartment of Bducation for 
the purpose of keeping the "examlna 
tions above suspicion." At that time 
he had In hla potteation the corifes 
slons of several appllcanta who were 
In the examination, he said. 

Affidavits showing fraud in the May 
examinations were secured from Jo- 
sephus Howard. -Marvin Plckleaimer. 
Bdgar W. Bailey, tialada Higglns and 
W. D. Caudiil for the Deimrtment of 
Education by Mack J. Morgan, aatta. 
tant Inspector andBsamlner of Schooli 
and theee aftldavitt will be presented 
to the next grand Jury of Magoffin 
county.— Courier-Journal. 



Verdict Caused Consider' 
able Surprise at Cat- 
lettsbmy, it fa Said. 

Catlettsburg. Ky., June 22.— The Jury 
In the famous Clay Hole murder trial 
brought In a verdict of guilty at 6:4> 
p. m. today, charging L<»i!ie Cumtm, 
Shade Comba French Combs and Oeo. 
Allen, Jr„ with volnntary manalaagb- 
ter and fixing the punlthment for Let- 
lie Combt and Oeorge Allen, Jr., at 16 
years In the itate penilentlury and for 
French Combt and Shade Combe at 5 
years each. 

The Jury based their convictlona on 
the following facts: 

That George Allen, .Ir.. started the 
trouble at the election precinct; 

That Leslie Combt flred the flrtt 
shot; 

That French and Shade Combs were 
accessories to the killing of Oeorge 
.Mcintosh, In that they aided and abet- 
ted In the killing, and gun fight pre- 
cipitated by LotUe Combt. 

It waa learned an appeal will bo 
made upon completion of the preaent 
court record, but no deetoton is likely 
to be handed down for three montha 
at the least, at the court of appeals 
adjourns for the summer Satuiday and 
re<'ord8 of the case must be In their 
hands before this. 

When the verdict was read by Judge 
William C. Halbert, only the defend- 
ants, their families and a few of the 
witnesses were preeent. Upon the an- 
nouncement of the decision reached by 
the jury aentencing the defendanu to 
the penitentiary, Mra. America Combs, 
mother of Leslie Comba, who was aen- 
tenced to 15 years, and mother of the 
two slain Combs boys In the Clay Hole\ 
fight, broke down. 

She left her seat beside her boy and 
went to tha bask of the oonrt room 
where shO paced the floor, wringing 
her hands and shrieking. "Oh, bleised 
God, have mercy. What am I going 
!c do — what aa-.I going to du with 
my boy gonel" 

The entire court room waa thrown 
into commotion when the verdict waa 
read. Never before has there been such 
a demonttration here during a trial. 
The tight preaented la the court room 
today waa mott pathetic. The entire 
atmosphere during the trial haa been 
that of sorrow, the wiaoiW||M*'crs and 
mpthera of the statu miih In the Clay 
Hbl« llghl being attired In deep mourn 
ing and the faces of each one expreaa- 
Ing deep grief. However, the defend- 
ants and their loved ones expreaaod 
confidence, up untU the verdict wa* 
returned, that ther would be aoattft^ 
ted.

Washington June 21. — Kentucky has 
been apportioned 1*44,786 of Federal- 
aid funds for road construction dur- 
ing the fiscal year ending JUne 80. 
1928, out of the additional approprla- 
iions of tl>0,0«0,000 carried by the 
Post-office Appropriation bill, which 
was signed by President Hardlhg this 
week. Announcement of the apportion- 
ment of the funds availabl,. ilurhiB tlic 
next fiscal year was made i.iil.li.- 
day by the Bureau of I'ubllc Roads 
lind the Department of Agriculture. 

Twenty other Sutes had larger ap- 
portionments than Kentucky the tab- 
ulation shows till- laisi'st being Tex- 
as, which will receive (:',»5U 115. 

For the flacal year beginning July 
1, a total of tSCOOO.OOO la authorised, 
while $65,000,000 an. I IT.'.ftOO 000 re- 
spectively, art- ;iu:ti..rlzt'.l f.'i- t-a.'h of 
the two succeodiug yeara. in addition 
tl,SOO,000 Is authorised 'for fbrest roads 
for each of the two fiscal years be- 
Klnnlng July 1. 1923. and July 1. 19-.'4. 
Thi- funds are to be administered l>v 
Henry C. Wallace Secretary of Agri- 
culture, through the Bureau of Publl'j 
Roads. The funds are apportioned a- 
monar the States must be matchtd by, 
the States, the reKUlaiions now l.i ef- 
fevl guvernlng tht. extension of Fed- 
eral-aid to various projects. 

Concerning the new road legislation 
the Bureau of Public Roads today Is- 
sued the following statement: 

The new legislation reduces the 
maximum p irtlclpatlon on the iMirt of 
the Government from 820,000 to 8K,- 
2B0 per mile for road constructed with 
the appropriation for the next flacal 
year and 115.000 per mile thereafter. 
Bridges over twenty feet In span may 
be considered as special projects to 
which this limitation does not apply. 
In States where more than 5 .per cent 
of the area is unappropriated public 
land provision 18 made for an Increase 
In th£ amount per miSe. The act also 
provides for the extension of Federal 
aid to the construction of structures 
required for the elimination of rail- 
road grad« crossings. 

Surface Must Be Adequate. 
Important provisions of previous 
acta under which large funds have 
been successfully administered are ap- 
plicable to the new funds. States must 
maintain adequate highway depart- 
menu. Funds to match Federal aid 
tiust be placed under the direct con- 
trol of the Sute Highway Departm. ni. 
The type of surface constructed must 
be adequate for the trafric anticipated, 
with reasonable grades, carves and 
other features. States must obligate 
themselves to maintain all FiMl. r.i! -aid 
roads constructed, and In case this la 
not done any Federal funds arallabis 
for new projects may be withheld un- 
til they are put Into satisfactory con- 
dition. All F^ederal-aid funds must be 
spent on a connected system of roads 
consisting of not mora tlian 1 per cent 
of the total mileage in each- State i&d 
divided into primary or iatsrstate 
roads and secondary or lateroounty 
roads. 

"Plans for the proposed system havs 

been received by the Bureau of Public 
Roads from all but eight States and 
the State systems are being co-ordi- 
nated so that when Joined to^'-.nor 
they will serve the best Interests of i 
the country. In tbe meantime only 
projects certain to be on the proposed 
systems are being approved. 

Uncertainty Is Removed. 

"The new appropriation comes at a 
time when several States are nearing 
the limit of funds available. The au- 
thorisation of funds for three years in 
advance will be of great beneflt to all 
States In that It Will permit them to 
lay their plans for some time ahead. 
Uncertainty as to futiTre Federal ail 
is removed and provision can be made 
at once for raising State funds lo 
match It 

"What the new funds will mean to 
the country can li" Juilginl In the use 
that has been made of tbe 1350,000.000 
previously appropriated. On Jlay 81, 
17,000 miles of road had been com- 
pleted, and. In addition, nearly 14,600 
miles were under construction. Fed- 
eral-aid roads In all stages total near- 
ly 88,700 miles, involving over 8287.- 
600,000 of Federal aid. To match this 
fund, the States have appropriated ap- 
proximately 8380,000,000, maUng a to- 
tal of 8667.600,000. 

"All types of roads have been con- 
structed with Federal aid to meet the 
varying conditions In the United 
States. The average coat per mile baa 
been 817.120, and Federal aid has 
amounted to 48 per cent of the total 
cost. 

"It is estimated thtft tbe 8180,000,000 
lately authorised will result in the 
construction of more than U,000 miles, 
which added to the 46,000 miles that Is 
expected to result from previous ap- 
propriations make a total of 71,000 
miles, or nearly 40 per cant of the es- 
timated 180,000 miles of road In the 
system of Federal aid roads now being 
outlined."

John W. Yerkes ' 

Diea in Danville 

Danville, Ky.. June 22.— Job* Wat- 
son Yerkes. former United States Com 
mlaaioner of Internal Revenue and 
widely known Republican political 
leader, died at bis home here thia at- 
tamoon after an extended Illness. 

John Watson Yerkes was tor many 
years a recognised leader ot the Re- 
liublican party In Kentucky and dur- 
ing the most active period ot his ca- 
reer he held high places In the na- 
tional counsels ot his party. He was 
born at Lexington, Ky., April 1, 1864, 
and received his education at Centre 
College. 

In 18tT he waa appointed collector 
of Internal revenue for the Eighth Dis- 
trict of Kentucky, by President Mc. 
Klnley, who in December. 1900, ap- 
pointed him Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue at Waahingtpn, which po- 
sition he continued to hold ' under 
President Roosevelt. 

In 1900 -Mr. Yerltea waa unanimously 
nominated for Governor by the larg- 
est State convention ever held by his 



party in Kentucky, and although It 
.waa a pr,eeldeDtial year, and therefora 
brought out the-«ntlro DemoonMa 
vote, he was defeated by linly t,MO.

A abort hmiMry i,f 111.. BChooI waa 
given by Miss Will. The land In Har- 
lan county, wbare the school Is sit- 
uated, waa presented by an old moun- 
taineer who bad love for hla neighbors 
and also an ambition for their future 
In his heart. Today there are flvt* res- 
idence houses beside the regular aehool 
building and a church Is In process of 
Ix-lng built. There are twenty-aiz 
aettlemenl workera. 

Children Come Fifty Milea. 
Tba ota|ldrsa eome to the aehool from 
dlataneea of thirty, forty and fltty 
mllea. Contrary to the prevalent idea 
their parenta are much tntereated and 
are pertaetly willing, oven eager for 
their ohildraa to gat an education. 
They ttaamaelraa fraquantly bring' the 
children aeroaa tho mountain to put 
them In the handa of the aettlemant 
workers.. 

These children are the deacendanta 
.^f the English and Scotch, the same 
raca of people who came along the 
Wilderness Trail to Loulavllle more 
than 180 year* ago. Theae children 
who oroe.H the mountalna for the first 
time when they come to the school 
alng tho aama old Bngllsh ballads and 
danoe tba aams ot^ fSngllsh folk 
dances that their ancient forebears 
sang and danced in ".Mcrrle England." 
Reviving Weaving At Hsmo. 

Until the laat few years tba moun- 
tain women wove all the clothes for 
the family. Kvery houae could boast 
its loom. The patterns us«»ii In the 
weaving were the same year after 
year. The Pino Mountain school Is 
reviving this art which had almost 
died out since the advent of ready- 
made clothing. The children are taught 
the art of weaving and some of the 
patterns used are 300 or 100 years old. 

According to Miss Will the hope Is 
that the children will carry back Into 
thatr hoasa not only the efficiency 
and taebnlaue of our modem civilisa- 
tion, bat alao a new and vital Inter- 
eat la ttaosa old-time tMngs which are 
a harltaga of the mouataln people.— 
Covrtar-JoumaL

Washington, June IS.- Kentucky^ 
net income per capita, a^ reported ta 
the Internal Revenue Bureau for lOM^ 
was less than that of forty other 
States, Alaska, Hawaii and the District 
of Columbia, according to figures mada 
public by the Treasury Department 
today. The per capita net Income re- 
ported by Kentucky was 1100.91 anA 
the only States reporting a lower fig- 
ure were Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia. 
Mississippi, North Carolina, Soutb 
Carolina and Tennessee. 

If the total amount of Income taxes 
paid by Kentucklans had been evenly 
apportioned to every resident of tha 
State, the figures show that eaol» 
would have paid 18.02. As It waa. 
however, only 124 out of every 10,000 
i^ldents of Kentucky filed Income tax 
returns, the tot^l number of returns 
filed In the Bluegrass State being 78,- 
2S8. The average net tncome reached 
lo these returns was tl 116.SS, and tha 
average amount of Income tax paid by 
the 78.:5S Kentucklans who filed re- 
turns was $93.18. The average net In- 
come per return In Kentucky waa lar- 
ger than the aame figure as reported 
by twenty-six Of the forty-ssven oth- 
er states. 

The total n«^t Income reported In 
Kentticky was $243,879,230, or mora 
than that reported for any prevloua 
year. Net Income reported by Ken- 
tucky In previous years was tJlB.977,- 
422 In 1919: $166,350,127 In 1918: $124.- 
826,244 in 1917 and $38,506,976 in 1916. 
The total tax collected from personal 
Incomes In Kentucky amounted to $7,- 
292,098 In 1920. compared with $7,595,- 
384 in 1919: $7.S18.960 in 191S: $2.94$,- 
196 In 1917 and $384,477 In 1916. 

In the total net Income reported, 
Kentucky ranked twenty-fourth a- 
mong the States and In the total 
amount of tax paid on personal In-V 
come. It ranked thirty-first All ot thai, 
above flarures, it must be rememlMred.
